Sane Specials, And New Products 

Some members will note new categories for their machines in this catalogue; some of the 
ones not included yet will be soon, don’t worry. It is proving a problem to supply 
software for some machines, as their distribution system is something of a 'closed 
shop'. However, we are working on it. 

We apologise for recent delays in delivery of some products; we've been short on staff 
again, and several suppliers seem to have run out of stock of many items in the post- 
Christmas period. Things are returning to normal now. 

Specials: We'll repeat, with some modifications, last month’s special offers. The offer 
on Nashua Diskettes proved so popular, we ran out of stock very quickly. It was a 
"while stocks last" offer at the old prices, but this month we'll offer the same deal 
again, this time based on the new prices. That means 10 percent off on single boxes, 15 
percent if you buy three or more at a time! 

Also, you can still get beach towels and T-shirts at our "winter-special" prices - 
$9.90 for the towel, $4.50 for normal club T-shirt, $4.90 for the Adventurer T-Shirt.

All you need to access the Bulletin Board is a machine which can send 
ASCII text from keyboard to modem, and from modem to screen. You could 
write this yourself, although we suggest AT's new comms/networking ROM 
is possible the easiest solution. The board's current protocols are: 
300 bps, 8 data bits, 1 stop bit, no parity - pretty much a 'standard' 
for BBS systems. 


System 80 Disks: I have been thinking that I'd like to expand my System-80 to a disk 
based system. I'd just like to know two things. 

Firstly, since I've owned the System-80 for almost two years, I've accumulated various 
programs. I am sure I'll be able to convert the BASIC ones to disk but* I am unsure of 
the "system" ones. Is there any way I can copy system tapes onto disk for faster 
loading? 

Secondly, when buying programs from mail order and software companies, on disk, does it 
matter how many tracks your disk drive has? I am thinking of buying a 77 track drive.

Most Tandy Disk-Operating Systems (DOS) include utilities for 
converting from tape to disk, including system tapes. A certain degree 
of knowledge of the machine's workings is assumed. Not all tapes will 
convert (there is a degree of copy protection in some). Yes, you must 
always be careful to ensure the software you are ordering is provided 
on the correct disk format. 


TRS-80 Support: Having just read the April issue of "Interface", and the opinions of 
Peter Endean (Miranda, NSW) regarding the lack of software for TRS-80 and System-80, I 
was a little surprised (I must admit) at your reply ... "member interest is these 
products has been non-existent".

And wondered when the TRS-80 and System-80 were going to get a gol (In fact, I don't 
recall that they were ever in the catalogue, but I may stand corrected there.) 

It seems to me that there are an awful lot of TRS-80 and System-80 users around and 
commonsense should dictate that at least some representation would be appreciated. 

And while I'm about it, I have another "beef". Almost a year ago I write to MIOC 
regarding starting a computer club here in Brisbane, and you kindly (per Laurie) 
replied by giving me names of members in my area. The club was subsequently formed and 
has been growing to the extent that we now have over 30 members. 

I have twice written asking for imformation about possible use of slides or tapes (or 
whatever) at our meetings and their cost; also on what basis we could supply things 
like T-shirts, stickers - and my reply has been an absolute stunning silence.
